"think that I shall never see

1am thinking of a particular tree, one 
that was a giant of a tree, strong, tall 
with branches widespread.

Squirrels and birds found refuge 
along its’ trunk and branches as well as 
other small rodea‘s whose color blended 
in with lature’ s seasons, 

Enthusiastic Christmas decorators with 
their deliberate use of artificial electric 
lights, made it come alive in the even- 
ings, and cheered folks passing by in 
winters’ coldest weather, but hardly 
surpassed the beauty of morning’ s sud- 
den descent of hoar-rost, leaving lacy 
patterns of white frost outlining each 
pointed fir tuft, until this tall tree stood 
arrayed in a sparkling diamond-studded 
dress, exquisite and breathtaking as the 
first sight of a radiant bride. 

This tree, now dead, faces across the 
Avenue the new cenotaph, where a short 
time ago rigid sentinels stood 


What changes a few years bring, evoking 
memories of days gone by. What sad- 
i fills me as I see this tree, reduced 


to a grey, gaunt mass of dried and twist~ 
ed limbs protruding from it’ s lifeless 
trunk. Will it endure one more Chriat- 
mas? Will it remain on it''s corner and 
witness happy shoppers and carolers 
hurrying by? 


Thope so, and I wish that fresh fluffy 
snow will fall Like soft lamb’ s wool to 
| cover it's bareness, and restore some 
beauty to a grand old veteran who has 
served us well, If {had a third wish, 
and if I were tail, I would reach and 
plant a silver star upon each weary 
shoulder where all could see and re~ 
joice once more that it is there’
